OKLAHOMA: Milk production for the April-June quarter of 1974 was estimated at 311 million 

pounds, according to the Oklahoma Crop and Livestock Reporting Service. This is 
only a fraction of a percent below the same period last year and seven percent below the cor- 
responding quarter in 1972. There was an average of 125,000 milk cows. in Oklahoma during the 
second quarter, down 7,000 from the average for the period in 1973. Average production per 
cow for the three-month period was 2,488 pounds (829 pounds per month), an increase of 5 per- 
cent over a year earlier. Grains and concentrates fed daily per cow near the July 1 date was 
13.4 pounds, down from the 14.8 pounds being fed July 1, 1973. 





UNITED STATES: Milk production in the United States during the second quarter of 1974 totaled 

31.4 billion pounds, down 2 percent from last year. Average nunber of cows 
during the period was 11,167,000, compared with 11,446,000 in the second quarter of 1973. Av- 
erage production per cow for the quarter, Nationwide, was 2,811 pounds, up 1 percent from the 
average of 2,/86 pounds a year earlier. 





Grains and concentrates fed daily per cow was 12.6 pounds on July 1, compared 
with 12.0 pounds in 1973. The milk-feed ratio for June, at 1.41, is 12 percent above the 
June 1973 ratio.
